THE CELLULOID COLLAR IN BARNESVILLE. 


DER THE heading of ‘‘ Local La- 
conics,” which was the first column 
on the editorial page, under the 
name of the editor and the motto, 
‘+ Hew to the Line let the Chips 
fall Where they May,” the 

Jarnesville Banner told tersely 
all happenings of local interest.

Charley Perkins returned yesterday from

I give this excerpt from one issue of 

some fifteen years ago, because the last 

paragraph inaugurated a new era in local 
fashions in Barnesville. 

Charley Perkins brought with him the first celluloid 
collar ever worn in that peaceful community. 

Hitherto the paper collar, which came in a bright red box 
of pasteboard with eleven of its kind, had been the proper thing 
for evening dress; but at the advent of Charley and his celluloia 
substitute the paper collar passed away. The local stores met the 
demand promptly, and it was not many weeks before every young 
man in the village, who made any pretensions to fashion, was wearing 
a celluloid collar. 

The paper collars had always been of the ‘turn down” variety, 
but the celluloid followed the latest mode, ‘ piccadilly ” or «* plain high.” 
It was this later style, a broad high brand of dead white, that called forth 
from Uncle Abner Dodd the remark that they looked on ‘some of them 
dudes like a whitewashed fence around a lunatic asylum,” —a pithy simi- 
lie that has never died. 

The next innovation was the celluloid cuff. This latter had many 
endearing qualities that even its popular forerunner did not possess. It 
smelled louder, and admitted of the wearing of gorgeous cuff buttons 
that rattled against the rigid wristband, until Sunday services at the 
church resolved themselves into assemblies of 
celluloid castanet players. The bigger the 
cuff button you wore, the louder you could 
make them rattle, the higher was your 
bid for social recognition. There grew 
up a code of unwritten social laws 
around the celluloid cuff and collar. 
















For instance, twenty-five cents “Ye, 
was the limited price to pay for Z 
a pair of cuffs, and fifteen cents Lf 


for a collar. Cuff buttons were 
twenty - five cents, also. And 
anyene who paid more was 
looked upon as a spendthrift. 

Recipes to prevent the cel- 
luloid from cracking prema- 
turely and to eradicate the ver- 
digris caused by collar or cuff 
buttons at their respective holes, 
were exchanged as the course 
of common courtesy. The col- 
lars and cuffs, of course, were 
supposed to be an undetectable 
substitute for laundried linen. 
And when, if new, they emitted 
the pungent odor of camphor 
to the point of suffocation; or, 
when old, they had cracked 
like mosaics, and turned to a 
greenish yellow, it was con- 
sidered the height of ill-breed- 
ing to notice it. It is true 
that after a while the more cul- 
tured frowned upon the rattle. A 
small rubber band turned around 
the button, it was discovered, would 
prevent this. But, unfortunately, the 
young men took sides upon the ques- 
tion and a bitter social schism re- 
sulted, which tore Barnesville into 
two factions—-the ‘Rattlers” and 
the ‘* Mufflers.”

A “SILVER 
PARTY” 
DEMANDED. 


_ MOVEMENT for free silver coinage has been danger- 
ous in this country, principally because it has been 
carried on from the ranks of both the great political par- 
ties. The most cheering report that has come from 
Washington in many a day is that the Silverites have determined to fight 
by and for themselves alone in the next campaign. They ought to do this 
very thing, but we can not believe that they will, because we do not believe 
they are honest men fighting for a great cause. They are fighting to have 


their government buy their own especial product at almost twice its mar- 
ket value, and they are far too shrewd to go before the country on such a 
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platform. What favors they have received thus far have been extorted 


from one or the other of the real parties as a bribe for their political sup- 


port. Inside the lines of the Democratic and Republican parties they 
have waged a guerrilla warfare on the best interests of the country. In 
remaining there lies their only hope of getting any further consideration. 
In the Senate, to-day, for instance, there are several senators who are de- 
liberately betraying their constituents; they are preaching free silver in 
behalf of people who have declared most emphatically for sound money. 
As another instance, the Finance Committee of the Senate is controlled 
by Silverites — the result of a deal made with Republican leaders. An- 
other bit of evidence is to be found in the pitiful spectacle which the United 
States presents: a buyer of gold to be sold again at less than its cost, All this 
is because Democratic and Republican leaders are afraid of alienating the 
‘silver vote.” The quicker the ‘silver vote” alienates itself the better it 
will be for the country, for the integrity of certain presidential aspirants, 
and for the Silverites themselves. Only by such a course can the latter 
prove that they are actuated by real principle. Otherwise they must re- 
main avowed enemies of the public welfare. 


BERNHARD ts DEATH of Bernhard Gillam took from the world of 
GILLAM. satirical art one of its most capable workers. He com- 

. bined in a marked degree the qualities most essential to the 
successful cartoonist, — humor, originality, technique and true artistic feel- 
ing. Untimely as was his death it did not come until he had proved himself 
one of the ablest disciples of the school of political caricature founded by 
the late Joseph Keppler. Keppler’s influence upon his early work was con- 
siderable, and it was in the office of PUCK that his first honors. 
Some of PUCK’s strongest cartoons during the first eight years of its life, 
were Gillam’s,— either in inspiration or actual work. Since 1885, when 
he left PUCK, he has realized quite all that his best wishers hoped for him. 
His years were all too few, but they were yet enough for him to win a high 
place among American cartoonists; and toleave with the picture-loving
